John T. Nace, business manager 
of the Hanover Evening Sun news­ 
paper 
and former 
school 
teacher, 
died suddenly at his home on Frank­ 
lin 
street, Hanover, 
Tuesday even­ 
ing 
at 
5 
o'clock 
from 
ptomaine 
poisoning. 
He was in his sixty-first 
year. 
Mr. 
Nace was 
known to 
many 
people here where he was a frequent 
visitor at the home of his sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Ira Plank, York street. 
Taken ill in York on Monday where 
he was on a business trip, he return­ 
ed to his home in Hanover the same 
evening 
in 
a 
serious 
condition. 
During 
the night the 
family phy­ 
sician, 
Dr. Earl 
Wentz, 
attended 
Mr. Nace, and Tuesday morning his 
condition 
was reported as 
slightly 
improved. 
Two 
hours 
before his 
death, Mr. Nace seemed to rally and 
the physician declared his 
patient's 
condition was favorable. 
Mr. Nace was 
stricken when 
he. 
was 
in the act of leaving his bed, 
Tuesday evening, and expired before 
medical aid arrived. 
Mr. N ace was bom and lived the 
early years of his life in West Man­ 
heim 
township, York County. 
He 
graduated from the 
schools of that 
township, and spent one 
year as a 
student at a private academy at Man­ 
chester, Maryland. When he left the 
academy he enrolled as a 
student at 
the 
Shippensburg 
State 
Normal 
school, where he graduated. 
Follow­ 
ing his graduation from the normal 
school 
he was engaged 
in teaching 
school in Steelton for two years. 
After leaving Steelton he went to 
Hanover 
where he was 
made prin­ 
cipal of the grammar schools. 
He 
served in 
this capacity for a period 
of 25 years. 
About four years ago 
he became business manager of the 
Evening 
Sun, and 
was 
employed 
there at the time of his death. 
He 
was 
married to 
Miss Elsie 
Rump 
three years ago. 
During the 
time that 
Mr. Nace 
was a school 
teacher, he was 
very 
active 
in the 
teachers’ 
institutes 
at 
York, 
and 
was 
w'ell 
known 
throughout York and 
Adams coun­ 
ties. 
He was a member of Patmos 
lodge, F. and A. M., 
Hanover for 
32 years, and secretary for 14 years. 
Mr. Nace was also a member of St. 
Matthew Lutheran church. 
Surviving the deceased besides his 
wife, are the following brothers and 
sisters: .Howard and 
Mrs. Willis 
Gardner, Hanover, 
and Elias, West 
Manheim township. 
Funeral services Friday afternoon 
at his late home at 2 o’clock, conduct­

Were it not for the generosity of 
his neighbors, W. H. Wolf, who re­ 
sides on a small 
farm in 
Franklin 
township, about one mile west of Orr- 
tanna, would be in admittedly strait­ 
ened circumstances this winter. Two 
weeks ago, 
his barn, together with 
eight tons of hay, a buggy and numer­ 
ous 
farming implements and equip­ 
ment, was destroyed by fire. 
While Mr. 
Wolf was away from 
home during the afternoon of Septem­ 
ber 25, flames were discovered coming 
from 
one end 
of the 
barn by his 
adopted daughter. 
She ran to the 
doomed structure and released a calf, 
which was the only livestock in the 
burning 
building. 
Passersby 
and 
neighbors attracted by the flames soon 
gathered and formed a bucket brigade, 
but it was too late to save tho struc­ 
ture or any of its contents. A nearby 
shed, however, was saved from 
the 
flames by the efforts of the fire fight­ 
ers. 
The origin of 
the fire is 
un­ 
known. 
Mr. Wolf estimates the total loss 
from the fire at more than $800, on 
which 
was carried $550 
insurance. 
The insurance, however, only covered 
the building, the contents being a to­ 
tal loss to Mr. Wolf. 
Fortunately, 
before leaving 
home, he released 
a 
cow and used his only horse to drive 
to Orrtanna. 
Since the fire, Mr. Wolf has been 
the recipient of a quantity of com 
fodder and several bushels of wheat 
and some hay, the voluntary gifts of 
his neighbors. 
He expects to rebuild 
his barn next spring.

FARM CALENDAR 


Timely Reminders From The Penn­ 
sylvania State College. 
Potato 
Storage 
Essential—Good 
storage is necessary if potatoes are 
to be kept*’ in fit condition for table 
use 
and 
seed 
stock next 
spring. 
Provide a dark, well ventilated cellar 
with a constant 
temperature of 40 
degrees Fahr. 
It should be neither 
too damp nor too dry. Keep potatoes 
in crates or 
bins not over six feet 
wide, with slatted sides and 
bottom 
for ventilation. 
Vegetables 
for 
Winter—Beets, 
carrots and turnips should be lifted, 
topped, and placed in a cool place for 
winter keeping. Parsnips and salsify 
are perfectly hardy and may be left 
in the ground until freezing weather 
or until early spring. 
Fruit 
Storage 
Practice—Some 
apple growers depending upon home 
storage make a practice of hauling in 
every morning, the apples that were 
picked the previous 
day. 
In 
this 
way the storage is opened only at the 
coolest time of the day, and the cool­ 
ed fruit brought in does not raise the 
tem perature of the storage. 
Buy Cockerels Now-Breeding males 
les for next year’s use should be pur­ 
chased 
now, 
while the 
number of 
birds is sufficient to permit of a wise 
selection. 
Considering the relative 
quality of cockerels bought now and 
those 
purchased in 
the spring, the 
present prices are more reasonable. 
• Succulent Feed—At 
this 
time of 
the year increases the dairy income. 
With the passing of good pasturage, 
cows should receive such additional 
feed 
as will 
keep them up 
to the 
maximum 
flow of milk 
during the 
winter months when milk brings top 
prices. 
Aging 
Beef—A carcass 
of beef 
shoud be 
aged from 
one to 
three 
weeks, in a 
cooler where . the tem­ 
perature averages 34 degrees Fahr.

aging or 
ripening 
causes the 
meat to gain in flavor 
and become 
more tender.
